Your letter of May 15th q@closing telegram from your 


father-in-law is at mand, The difficulties of meeting such a request 


as this are very great. In the first place the value of a coin 
depends largely on its condition, and no catalogue, even if illustrated, 
is able to adjudicate the condition of the piece which you may possess. 
Mistekes are bound to arise through the comparison of pieces in unequal 
state 


Inasmuch as the desire seems to be to dispose of this collection, 
the further condition arises that no one who is wise will buy a coin 
without examining it. Taking or sending the coins to a dealer involves 
either the payment of the profit he expects to make on your collection, 


‘or, if the collection is sold at auction, the payment of a conmission of 


thirty per cent or more. I am enclosing a list of coin dealers, and if 
you desire it, I can send you a cetalogue of an auction sale of American 
coins held in England, with the prices in English pounds. If this seems 
worth three dollars, you could. sehd it onto your father-in-law, returning 
it to me in the contrary event. I could possibly send a similar catalogue 
of English coins for a similar amount. But in view of the explanation 
given above, you will be forewarned that the outcome is hardly likely to 
be satisfactory.
